Report of Carnegie Hero
Commission Recites Names
of Brave Who Dared for
Others’ Lives.

Death Was Portion of He-
roes Morris, Grant and
Funck,But the Little Girl,
Therese McNally, Lives to
Enjoy Fund of $2,000 Do-
nated for Her Eduecation.

Who has not yearned to be a hero?
To plunge into the raging waters of a
foaming river, how easy in perspec-
tive, and how difficult in fact. To
dedbind into ths choking gases of a
mine; to plunge into the flery reces-
ses of a building In flames; these are
tasks that delight the {magination but
daunt the heart. They are also tasks
to which in these modern tintks few
are called and fewer chosen, as s
shown by the last report of the Car-
negie Hero Fund Commission, which
has investigated, from it4 inception to
Jan. 31, 1509, 3,219 acts of bravery, of
which but 346 have been found of such

& character that the heroes were deem-
of the medal of the com-

In the list of these awards it ap-
pears that Connecticut has its share
of brave ones. George F. Russell was
the  first Connecticut hero recognized
by the comunission. July 29, 1904, Rus-
scll jumped from a launch, into Long
Island Bound, and with two boys, 12
and 14 years, clinging to hims swam
10 thelr capsized boat. Russell was
then aged M. He was a ship fitter.
The bronze medal was apportioned to
him.

The reward that
they recelyed, ranks, in a pecuniary
sense, with the largest the commission
has made.

NEW HAVEN ROAD
NOT TO ELECTRIFY
AT PRESENT

Officially Stated That it Will be Some
Time Before New Power is Exiended
Through Bridgepert.

New .Haven, May 11.—The New Ha-
ven road has issued the following of-
ficial statement, about electrifying the
New York division from Stamford to
this city:

“In connesction with the rumor rela-
tive to the extension of the New Ha-
ven road’'s eleotrification it was stated
officially today that preliminary esti-

“The extension of the electrification
to New Haven is a work of very con-
siderable magnitude, and even after
the extension is authorized by the di-
rectors the preparation of detall plans
and specifications will consume con-
siderable time before the actual work
of construction is commenced.”
